Daryl quits council 


TOWN FACES THIRD 
BY-ELECTION IN 
LESS THAN A YEAR

LYME Regis is facing a third by-election in 
less than a year following the resignation of 
straight talking Councillor Daryl Turner. 

Councillor Turner, who tendered his resignation with 
immediate effect in an email to mayor Sally Holman on 
Sunday afternoon, will continue to serve the town as a 
member of West Dorset District Council and Dorset 
County Council. 

Councillor Turner has not attended a town council 
meeting since November when he walked out after being 
forced to apologise in public to council staff member 
Adrianne Mullins for adopting an alleged “aggressive” 
manner towards her at the previous month’s meeting. 

Mrs Mullins interupted Councillor Turner when he was 
commenting on the note-taking process for the collation 
of council minutes. He told her “I’m not talking to you” 
and was accused of “invading her space”. 

Tempers flaring 

The meeting was suspended with tempers flaring and 
Councillor Turner found himself in a verbal altercation 
with Councillors Mark Gage and Terry O’Grady, which 
led to complaints being made to the police. 

Councillor Turner also apologised in writing to Mrs 
Mullins. 

After making the public apology at the November meet¬ 
ing Councillor Turner referred to the incident as “unfor¬ 
tunate”. He left the chamber after claiming that 
Councillor Gage’s comments on social networking site 
Twitter were “at the heart of a number of issues” on the 
council. 

He also said he had concerns over “bias, pre-determi¬ 
nation, conflict of interest and financial matters”. 

Councillor Gage accused Councillor Turner of “running 
quite a campaign” against him, claiming he was being 
“trolled” on Twitter. 

(Trolling is the act of creating discord on the internet 
by starting arguments or upsetting people). 

At an earlier meeting Councillor Turner took Councillor

Gage to task for his Twitter profile which said he was “a 
hater of all things racist, royalist and Tory”. Councillor 
Turner sits as a Conservative on the district and county 
councils. 

After receiving Councillor Turner’s resignation, Coun¬ 
cillor Holman issued a statement to the View from Lyme 
Regis saying she was “disappointed” but added: “Daryl 
has done a lot of work for this town and I am pleased he 
will continue to serve on the district and county councils 
as a advocate for Lyme Regis.” 

Councillor Turner declined to add to his resignation 
email after being contacted by the View from Lyme 
Regis. 



The vacancy will now be advertised by West Dorset 
District Council and a by-election will be held if 10 or 
more electors request it. 

Jill Newton resigned as a town councillor in August 
after serving for just three months, citing an atmosphere 
of “mistrust and suspicion”. She was also heavily criti¬ 
cised by Councillor Gage for expressing her views in this 
newspaper rather than in the council chamber. 

Veteran former councillor Stan Williams, with more 
than 40 years experience in local government, won the 
by-election to fill her seat. Three other candidates also 
stood for election - author David Ruffle, Woodroffe 
School teacher Seoras Strain and DJ Jeff Scowen.

HORTICULTURALIST Nigel Ball grew up in Up- 
lyme and Lyme Regis, now living in Lyme with 
his wife Karen and son Ashley. 

Nigel has his own horticultural business and 
is well-known in the local area for his involve¬ 
ment and success at many flower shows, par¬ 
ticularly for his vegetable entries. 


• HOW did you get into horticulture? 

I got into horticulture working at Blossom Hill Nurs¬ 
eries in Uplyme.Walt Keeleyand Roy and Anne Kee- 
ley took me under their wing. I knew this was the 
path I would take from the age of 10 years old. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I enjoy meeting people and trying to create a garden 
that suits customers'needs. Also, I try to inspire peo¬ 
ple to grow plants for show and pleasure. It's great 
being outdoors when the weather is good and 
you're working with nature. 

• YOUR family's vegetable entries have swept 
the board at local flower shows... what are your 
top tips? 

My top tips are use high quality seeds and composts, 
this will give you the best results. Join a society, such 
as the National Vegetable Society, or your local hor¬ 
ticultural society and, above all, ask questions when 
you can. You can always learn something new. 

• WHAT are the easiest and hardest things to 
grow? 

This is quite difficult because some people have the 
knack of growing things and other people find it dif¬ 
ficult. Easy plants to grow are annual bedding plants, 
such as French of African marigolds. Also, mustard 
cress is easy for children starting out in gardening. 
More difficult vegetables to grow to a high standard 
of showing purposes are long leeks, large onions 
from seed and potatoes that have to be uniform size 
and shape - this takes some skill and practice. 

• ARE you a member of any local groups? 

I am a member of Uplyme and Lyme Regis Horticul¬ 
tural Society, Axminster Allotment and Leisure Gar¬ 
deners and I help with their show and stand at Axe 
Vale Festival. I belong to Plant Heritage (Dorset), the 
Royal Horticultural Society and National Vegetable 
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Society, and I'm a life-member of the Royal Dahlia 
Society. I'm also involved in raising money for Help 
For Heroes, mainly by giving lectures on growing 
vegetables and donating my fees to the charity. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I enjoy writing poetry for pleasure. I also have four 
ferrets, which I use to go ferreting. I am also inter¬ 
ested in local life and what goes on in and around 
Lyme Regis. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

The mix of people, the change of seasons and also 
the views of the coastline and looking back out to 
Uplyme at the views over the countryside. We must 
never take this for granted. 


• WHAT do you think the town is missing? 

I think the big thing that is missing in Lyme Regis is 
the lack of affordable housing for young people. De¬ 
velopers should be made to build smaller houses at 
low cost and not rely on housing associations to run 
the housing market after they have creamed all the 
profits and left the town. A new policy needs to be 
put in place for this from central government. 

# WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

This is difficult but I would by any ground that came 
available to build houses for young people to buy at 
low cost. After this, I would plough the money back 
into building more houses.Therefore, young people 
of the town could live here. They may never get the 
chance to buy a house here in Lyme Regis. 


• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

My wife, of course, Sir Gillean Prance and my dentist, 
Monica Symes.

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Cracks cause concern on the cliffs 

LATEST MOVEMENT ON THE CLIFFS SPARKS FEARS FOR SOME OF LYME'S MOST EXPENSIVE HOMES 


FEARS for the safe footing of 
some of Lyme Regis’ most select 
homes have risen after a new 
landslip caused a massive crack in 
the road near Ware Lane. 

The 18-inch-deep fissure spread across 
the entire width of the private lane lead¬ 
ing to an area of land known as The 
Crow’s Nest and Underhill. 

The foot-wide fracture has left the lane 
impassable for vehicles and it has been 
closed to traffic. 

The huge rut was discovered after 
Lyme was battered by the worst storms 
in living memory and comes just weeks 
after new large cracks appeared in the 
fields above Ware Cliff. 

The latest sign of severe slippage in

the Ware area is expected to cause con¬ 
cern for the owners of nearby homes, 
which rank among the most sought-after 
and expensive in the town. 

The Crow’s Nest was recently sold 
with nine acres for £895,000. The area 
also boasts Ware House, the former 
home of Deputy Lieutenant of Dorset 
and Winston Churchill’s grand-daugh- 
ter-in-law, Minnie Churchill, which was 
recently put on the market for £2.5mil- 
lion.

Five food businesses 
targeted by burglars 


FIVE food outlets in Lyme Regis were targeted by bur¬ 
glars on Sunday night, with two broken into and cash 
stolen. 

Break-ins were reported overnight at Aroma Cafe on 
Bridge Street and Rinky Tinks ice cream parlour on 
Marine Parade. Failed attempts to break-in were also 
made at Jane’s Cafe, Herbies Dino Bar and the Royal 
Standard’s ice cream kiosk, all on Marine Parade. 

Cash was taken from both the Aroma and Rinky 
Tinks premises. Both were open on Monday following 
police investigations. 

For Rinky Tinks, the break-in added to a particularly 
unfortunate week, when the seafront ice cream parlour 
was battered by pebbles from the beach during storms 
on two occasions - the first time being a metre deep 
meaning the cafe had to close for business while staff 
helped with the clean-up. 

Owner Lucinda Cliff said: “We have suffered this 
past fortnight; two floods and pebble abuse, then the 
break in. We lost about £200 but the till was com¬ 
pletely smashed open, and that is worth £250. Fortu¬ 
nately, I had taken Sunday's takings home.

Police are now appealing for witnesses and anyone 
who saw anything suspicious on Sunday evening or 
night. 

PCSO Luke White said: “We would like to remind 
shops and business owners that cash should not be left 
in their businesses overnight.

New chairman for Dorset Healthcare

In 
addition to her executive work, other career highlights in¬ 
clude serving on the UK Committee on Standards in Pub¬ 
lic Life and holding the chairmanship of the British and 
Irish Ombudsman Association (now the Ombudsman As¬ 
sociation). 

Mrs Abraham is currently a non-executive director with 
Dorset Healthcare and a non-executive director of Health 
Education England - an arms-length body of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, which provides national leadership, and 
funding, for the education and training of the healthcare 
workforce. She is also a trustee of the Picker Institute Eu¬ 
rope, a not-for-profit organisation that works with pa¬ 
tients, professionals and policymakers to make patients’ 





views count in healthcare. 


Delighted with her new role at Dorset Healthcare, Mrs

Historic pub for sale as community asset 


AN HISTORIC pub in Marshwood, near 
Lyme Regis, has been put up for sale and 
could be purchased by the local community. 

The Bottle Inn is listed as an asset of com¬ 
munity value by West Dorset District Council 
and was put on the market by its owners last 
week. 

Under the rules of the Localism Act 2011, 
there will be a period of six weeks during 
which time the owners cannot sell the pub. 

In the meantime, a voluntary or community 
body can register its intention to bid for the 
property. 

Should a group come forward, they would 
be given a further six months to prepare a bid 
and raise funds. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, 
Robert Gould, said community assets were 
recognised by the council as “places that have 
an important role in local life”.

The Bottle Inn was named Pub of the Year 
by the West Dorset branch of the Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA) earlier this month, 
but has been closed and reopened on numer¬ 
ous occasions in recent years as ownership 
has repeatedly changed hands. 

Licensee Nigel Blake, who has been run¬ 
ning the pub with his wife Chrissy since Au¬ 
gust 2012, says he is hopeful that community 
ownership will finally protect the pub from 
commercial interests. 

He said: “The owners have decided to put 
it up for sale, which is the outcome we were 
hoping for. 

“It means it will now be offered to the com¬ 
munity first - we felt this was the only way it 
could be protected. 


“Too many pubs are being turned into su¬ 
permarkets and too many are being taken 
away from the villages. This means it can 
only ever be a pub.” 

The Bottle Inn dates back to 1585, and fol¬ 
lowing their recent award, was described by 
a CAMRA spokesman as “the perfect English 
country pub”, with a “friendly” and “relaxed” 
manner. 

Mr Blake added: “The pub has a bad history 
with owners and it has been closed a lot of the 
time in recent years, but this should finally 
give it some protection. 

“It was our idea to get it started in the first 
place but we have a large area customer base 
stretching 12 to 14 miles, and there are 55 
people involved now - and it is growing all 
the time.” 

The deadline for notification for the Bottle 
Inn is Monday March 17th. 


Appeal for details on famous pianist's visit to Lyme 


FRANZ Liszt, one of the most brilliant 
piano virtuosos and composers of the 19th 
century, once gave a recital in Lyme Regis, 
and now the search is on to establish the con¬ 
cert venue with a view erecting a commem¬ 
orative plaque. 

Museum trustee and the editor of the Lyme 
Regis Society magazine, John Marriage, has 
expressed considerable interest in commem¬ 
orating this significant concert. 

He said: “I am sure the trustees of the mu¬ 
seum would like to receive more informa¬ 
tion and documentary evidence about Liszt’s 
visit to Lyme.” 

Brian Manners, former head of music at 
the old Lyme Regis Grammar School and 


the Woodroffe School, and a doyen of the 
operatic society, said he had heard of the 
Hungarian born’s Lyme recital. 

“I believe the venue could have been the 
assembly rooms or a house which is now the 
Alexandra Hotel,” he added. 

“I understand he travelled with his piano, 
and was late for his Lyme recital.” 

Information about Liszt’s visit to Lyme has 
been provided by Neil Peterkin, a former 
Welsh Guards bandsman who spent some of 
his teenage years in the resort. 

Neil, having been told of a plaque on the 
front of the Royal Clarence, Exeter, reveal¬ 
ing that Liszt gave two concerts there in Au¬ 
gust 1840, carried out some research on the 


virtuoso’s grand tour of the British Isles. 

He discovered the pianist’s punishing 
schedule involved a week in the South West 
when he performed at Lyme Regis, Exeter, 
Exmouth, Teignmouth and Plymouth. The 
tour relied entirely on transportation by 
horse and carriage as the railway did not 
reach Exeter until 1844. 

An advertisement in the “Exeter Flying 
Post” in August 1840 revealed that family 
tickets for the recitals cost 21 shillings and 
single tickets six shillings.

SEAFRONT businesses 
in Charmouth are still 
open for business depsite 
the recent storms causing 
damage to the area. 

The Charmouth Her¬ 
itage Coast Centre build¬ 
ing on the beach was 
battered by storms as 
tonnes of pebbles and de¬ 
bris was thrown up by 
the waves. Last week, 
Charmouth Parish Coun¬ 
cil deemed it necessary 


to cordon off the building 
with a fence. However, 
they have assured busi¬ 
nesses that work to create 
a covered walkway to 
allow public access to the 
centre and shops below 
would be completed yes¬ 
terday (Tuesday). 

The walkway will pro¬ 
vide access to the herti- 
age centre, the Beach 
Cafe, the Fossil Shop and 
Rock Follies, which are 


expetced to be open for 
business again this week. 

Parish clerk Lisa Tuck 
said: “The council’s staff 
have been undertaking 
the herculean task of 
clearing the car park and 
foreshore of stone, shin¬ 
gle and other items of 
marine debris, almost on 
a daily basis and sal¬ 
vaging beach huts and 
other items on the fore¬ 
shore. 


“The council is deter¬ 
mined to keep the fore¬ 
shore open for business 
both for villagers and 
tourists.” 

Charmouth’s assurance 
that it is “open for busi¬ 
ness” follows a success¬ 
ful campaign on social 
networking site Twitter, 
in which businesses and 
towns all across the 
South West have been 
sending messages with 
the hastag “#openfor- 
business” following 
flooding in an attempt to 
avoid losing out on fur¬ 
ther trade. 

Lyme Regis and Char¬ 
mouth was hit by severe 
storms again on Friday 
night. After harbour staff 
began the clean-up at the 
Cobb harbour in Lyme 
Regis, tonnes more de¬ 
bris including a huge pile 
of pebbles from Mon¬ 
mouth Beach was 
washed over the Grade I 
listed structure, causing 
damage to its surface, 
with concrete ripped out 
from between the cob¬ 
bles.

Record year 
for Cancer 
Research 
fundraisers 

MEMBERS of the Lyme Regis fundriasing group for 
Cancer Research UK are celebrating a record year. 

Treasurer Anita Routley reported to the first committee 
meeting of the New Year last week that they had raised 
just over £10,000 in 2013, the most ever since the group 
was formed in 2008. 

Mrs Routley also reported that their biggest fundraising 
event of the year, the Great Lyme Regis Christmas Pud¬ 
ding Race, had brought in £5,500, beating the previous 
year’s total for Lyme’s wackiest event by £1,900. 

The success of the pudding race means that the Lyme 
branch of Cancer Research UK has now raised more than 
£50,000 since it was formed. 

Branch chairman Philip Evans said his committee were 
delighted to have reached such a milestone. 

“Over the past five years we have received brilliant sup¬ 
port from the people of Lyme Regis, for which we are 
very grateful,” he said. 

“The death rate from cancer has dropped by more than 
a fifth since the 1990s according to the latest Cancer Re¬ 
search UK analysis. In 1990,220 in every 100,000 people 
died of cancer. Thanks to research improving the outcome 
for patients, this fell overall by 22 per cent to 170 per 
100,000 in 2011. 

“Research has proved to be the key factor in reducing 
the number of lives lost to cancer, with improved knowl¬ 
edge about preventing the disease, surgical techniques, 
precisely targeted radiotherapy and more effective drugs 
all boosting the outcome for patients. 

“The people of Lyme are playing a small but neverthe¬ 
less vital part in helping to save lives and my small but 
dedicated committee are committed to doing our bit.” 

The Lyme committee is now putting together a pro¬ 
gramme of events for 2014 which will include the popu¬ 
lar Big Breakfast to be held on Lriday, April 11th.

Consultation opens on 
district ward boundaries 


THE independent Local Government 
Boundary Commission for England is 
asking people across West Dorset to com¬ 
ment on its draft proposals for new coun¬ 
cil ward boundaries. 

An 11-week public consultation on the 
recommendations has now begun and will 
run until April 28th. The consultation is 
open to anyone who wants to have their 
say on new council wards, ward bound¬ 
aries and ward names across the district. 

The commission’s draft recommenda¬ 
tions propose that West Dorset District 
Council should have 42 councillors in the 
future, six fewer than the current arrange¬ 
ments . The recommendations also outline 
how those councillors should represent 
four three-member, 10 two-member and 
10 single-member wards across the dis¬ 
trict. 

This includes amalgamating the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth wards, with two 
councillors representing the whole area 
rather than the existing three. Currently, 
Councillors Daryl Turner and George 
Symonds from Lyme Regis, and Council¬ 
lor Jane Bremner from Charmouth sit on 
the district council. 

The full recommendations and detailed 
interactive maps are available on the com¬ 
mission’s website at 

w ww.consultation .lgbce .org .uk and 
www.lgbce.org.uk. Hard copies of the 
commission’s report and maps will also 
be available to view at council buildings 
and libraries. 

Max Caller CBE, chairman of the com¬ 
mission, said: “We are publishing propos¬ 
als for a new pattern of wards across West 
Dorset and we are keen to hear what local 


people think of the recommendations. 

“Over the next 11 weeks, we are asking 
local people to tell us if they agree with 
the proposals or if not, how they can be 
improved. 

“Our review aims to deliver electoral 
equality for local voters. This means that 
each councillor represents a similar num¬ 
ber of people so that everyone’s vote in 
council elections is worth roughly the 
same regardless of where you live. 

“We also want to ensure that our propos¬ 
als reflect the interests and identities of 
local communities across the district and 
that the pattern of wards can help the 
council deliver effective local government 
to local people. 

“We will consider all the submissions 
we receive whoever they are from and 
whether your evidence applies to the 
whole district or just part of it.” 

The Commission wants to hear as much 
evidence as possible in order to develop 
final recommendations for West Dorset 
District Council.

BRITAIN’S biggest rock band has signed its youngest 
member, two-year-old Jeremiah Ellis, to take part in 
the second record-breaking event, Guitars On The 
Beach. 

Jeremiah has joined more than 2,000 guitarists plan¬ 
ning to play at the follow-up event to last year’s suc¬ 
cessful Guitars On The Beach in Lyme Regis in 
September. 

The toddler, from Axminster, will be joined by his 
father Mark and grandfather Steve to take part in the 
event on September 6th, which he is learning the guitar 



especilly for. The three- 
generation trio are get¬ 
ting tips on how to play 
this year’s mega-group 
song, Status Quo’s 
“Rocking All Over The 
World”, at the Guitars On 
The Beach Development 
Centre based at Andy 
Cable’s Axe Music shop 
in Axminster. 

Mark, 30, joined the 
Guitars On The Beach 
band in Lyme Regis last 
year, when 2,267 ama¬ 
teur guitarists came to¬ 
gether from all over 
Britain to perform Buddy 
Holly’s “Rave On” and 
set a UK record for the 
most guitarists simultane¬ 
ously playing one song.

Because of the large number of youngsters who 
joined the beach band last year, and who now want to 
play at the event again, Guitars On The Beach organ¬ 
isers Andy Cable and Brian Street have set up chil¬ 
dren’s classes at Mr Cable’s George Street shop to 
teach them this year’s record-attempt song. 

Mr Cable said: “‘Rocking All Over The World’ is not 
a difficult song to learn but there’s a few tricks we 
teach to make it easier. 

“A lot of children are keen to learn so that they can 
take part in the gig this year - but we’ve never had a 


player as young as Jeremiah. I’m sure that by Septem¬ 
ber he’ll be rocking out with the best of them.” 

Like hundreds of those who took part in last year’s 
event, ambulanceman Mark had never played a guitar 
before Guitars On The Beach organisers laid down the 
challenge, “if you’ve always wanted to be in a band, 
why not be in Britain’s biggest-ever band?”

Back to the polls yet again! 

Lyme Matters 0

H ere we go 
again. Lyme 
will be going 
back to the polls soon 
after another high-pro¬ 
file resignation from 
the town council. 

I am sure there will be a 
few members on Lyme 
Regis Town Council who 
will clap their hands in glee 
at the news this week that 
straight talking county and 
district councillor Daryl 
Turner had resigned his 
town council seat. 

There are many in the 
town, however, and I am 
one of them, who will be 


saddened by is decision. 

It is difficult to serve three 
masters in local government 
and it was Daryl’s intention 
to stand down from the town 
council after he got elected to 
Dorset County Council to re¬ 
place Colonel Geoffrey Brier- 
ley. 


However, with the town 
council in such turmoil, 
Daryl felt he should at least 
see out the current term so 
that he could attempt to 
counteract some of the more 
worrying issues about the 
governance of this town. 

But the writing was on the 


wall when he was forced to 
apologise to council staff 
member, Adrianne Mullins, 
for adopting an alleged “ag¬ 
gressive” manner towards 
her. 

After making that apology 
in public, Daryl walked out 
of the meeting and has not 
been to another one since. 

Daryl resigned with imme¬ 
diate effect on Sunday after¬ 
noon in an email to the 
Mayor, Sally Holman, who 
has acknowledged her disap¬ 
pointment and praised his 
work for the town as a dis¬ 
trict and county councillor. 

Daryl has declined to make 
any further comment for the 
time being but I suspect he 
may well do so in the future. 

So another by-election, the 
third in less than a year fol¬ 
lowing Barbara Austin’s 
death and Jill Newton’s res¬ 
ignation, is on the cards 


again. 

I think that at least two of 
the unsuccessful candidates - 
author David Ruffle and 
Woodroffe School teacher Se- 
oras Strain - when Stan 
Williams was elected might 
well go again although the 
third unsuccessful candi¬ 
date, DJ Jeff Scowen, was un¬ 
decided when I spoke to him 
recently. 

Rumours abound that 
Daryl’s sister, the outspoken 
Cheryl Reynolds who has 
made her mark at recent 
council meetings in the pub¬ 
lic forum, might consider 
throwing her hat into the 
ring. 

The full council meets to¬ 
morrow (Wednesday) night 
when Daryl’s resignation 
might well attract some com¬ 
ment from the public gallery. 

It will also be the first time 
the full council have met 
since adopting their new 
code of conduct and standing 
orders so it will be interest¬ 
ing to see whether council¬ 
lors conduct themselves in a 
more respectful manner to¬ 
wards each other. 

We will bring you chapter 
and verse next week. 


■ THIS week we report on two local 
fundraising groups which have had 
record years -the local fundraising 
group for Cancer Research UK and 
Lyme Regis Community Bingo As¬ 
sociation. 

Now bingo has never been my 
cup of tea but I've held the position 
of secretary/treasurer since the as¬ 
sociation was formed in 2006. Prior 
to that, the weekly bingo sessions 
in Lyme Regis had been run by the 
Royal British Legion for 50 years or 
more. When they decided they had 
done it for long enough, we formed 
a community association with 
seven participating organisations 
which share the profits every year. 
Last year that was a record £1,000. 
Very nice thank you. 

The weekly sessions also provide 
a useful community service, espe¬ 
cially for some of the older mem¬ 
bers of our community who enjoy 
the social side of an evening out. 

Town councillor Michaela Ellis 
leads the association with great en¬ 
thusiasm and my role as secretary/ 
treasurer is not one of the most ar¬ 
duous tasks I have taken on. 

Being chairman of the local 
branch of Cancer Research UK 
needs a bit more commitment, 
however, and we were delighted to 
learn last week that 2013 was a 
record year for us, raising £10,000, 
with £5,500 from the Christmas 
Pudding Race exceeding our expec¬ 
tations. Since we formed in 2008 we 
have raised over £50,000. 

None of this would be possible, of 
course, without the generous sup¬ 
port of the people of Lyme Regis, 
especially the trading community 
who are so generous in providing 
raffle and auction prizes to so many 
organisations..

T HE Reverend Jane

East Lambrook Manor subject of gardening talk 


■ FOLLOWING my letter of February 5th and the re¬ 
sponse from John Hounsell on February 12th: 

John Hounsell makes the point that the NHS is “over¬ 
worked” and “under resourced”. This is part of the prob¬ 
lem, and is particularly true for the clinical frontline. I 
am not sure it is so true for the top of this hierarchical 
and extremely bureaucratic institution. 

The House of Commons Public Accounts Committee 
(July 3rd 2013) challenged the practice of big pay-offs 
for failing chief executives and their subsequent jobs in 
other organisations paid for by the NHS. The Health Se¬ 
lect Committee (November 5th 2013) were concerned 
about the huge salary gulf between the extremely high 
paid and the lower paid staff in the NHS. It stated: “The 
top 10 salaries paid to senior managers in the NHS 
amount to £1.7million, ranging from £155,000 to 
£ 210 , 000 .” 

Despite these very high salaries when there are fail¬ 
ings no one seems to take responsibility or is held ac¬ 
countable. 

We must not idealise the NHS. I suggest listening to 
Ann Clwyd MP reporting to the Health Select Commit¬ 
tee on February 11th 2014 via http://bit.ly/leOjNTp. She 
has also written in The Daily Mail (February 15th 2014) 
sharing some of the experiences from over 3,000 letters 
sent to her by patients and relatives in response to her 
own story of NHS neglect. 

A daughter wrote to Ann about her father - “He looked 
at me one day, with utter anguish and despair in his face 
and in great pain, and said: ‘Oh Annie, I would never 
have treated any of my animals in this way’... Tragically 
he died sad and utterly disillusioned... He simply could 
not believe that medical staff, including consultants, 


could treat him and others as they did.” 

I also recommend reading “How We Treat the Sick: 
Neglect and Abuse in Our Health Services” (Mandel¬ 
stam 2011); “Who cares?” (Steane 2007); “From Ward 
to Whitehall: The Disaster at Mid-Staffs (Bailey 2012); 
“Intelligent Kindness: Reforming the Culture of Health 
Care (Ballat & Campling 2011); and “ATime to Speak: 
Diary of an NHS Whistleblower” (Pink 2013). 

The biggest problem is that the NHS is deaf and has 
got its fingers firmly stuck in its ears. It loves “good 
news” but resists and rejects any negative information. 
Often, the NHS doesn’t listen to patients or to staff who 
raise concerns about quality of care or staff welfare. 
Staff who do raise concerns can be horribly bullied and 
victimised. 

David Prior, chairman of the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion, recently shared his deep concern about the “alarm¬ 
ing” NHS culture that “stigmatises and ostracises those 
who raise concerns or complaints” (Sunday Telegraph, 
February 2nd 2014). Research and numerous reports in¬ 
form us that the NHS is neither the “envy of the world”, 
nor a “world flagship for quality health and carel. The 
NHS ought to be, and could be, if it decided to listen 
and learn. 

If we are not realistic about what is actually being pro¬ 
vided we cannot make the vital improvements. Across 
the UK, serious action is required in the areas of patient 
safety, governance and conduct towards staff. The 
British people, particularly the elderly, deserve better.

Crispy Falafel 
with sweet chilli sauce 


Talking about street foods, health, simplicity and doing only one 
thing well, here's our falafel recipe. Served crispy with a boundless 
choice of salads, pitta bread (surely even available at the local garage 
now!), and tangy sweet chilli sauce it's a sure fire deliciousness. 

The best falafel is made from chick peas soaked overnight and boiled 
for only 5 minutes so still a little al dente. This takes a little effort, so 
tinned are a close second, best to rinse really well though, and then 
dry thoroughly for best results. 




CRISPY FALAFEL 

Serves four comfortably 

Ingredients; 

400gm Cooked chick peas • 2 Cloves garlic, peeled and finely chopped 
Haifa large onion, finely diced • Fine zest and juice of one small lemon 
1 Heaped teaspoon each of ground cumin, coriander and fennel. 

Quarter teaspoon sea salt and ground black pepper 
3 Dessert spoons panko breadcrumbs (ordinary breadcrumbs will do) 

1 Dessertspoon plain flour 

Method 

Simply blend all the above ingredients together in a food processor. It is good to leave a bit of texture 
in the chick peas, IE so not a perfect smooth paste. 

It is best to leave the mix in the fridge to "settle"for an hour, this helps it to bind and cook evenly. 
Form into firm little patties approx 2cm in Diamete,r pan fry in olive oil on a medium heat for two min¬ 
utes on each side or until golden and crisp. 

SWEET CHILLI SAUCE 

This make plenty, the sauce will keep for a good few weeks in the fridge 

Ingredients; 

1 Small onion, peeled and diced 

400gm chopped fresh tomatoes/ 1 tin chopped tomatoes 

1 Dessert spoon tomato puree 

2 Medium red chillies, seeded and chopped 

3 Cloves garlic, peeled and fine chopped 

1 cm Fresh ginger, peeled and fine chopped 
50 ml Pineapple juice • 30 ml Cider vinegar 
50gm Caster sugar • 2 Star anisee 
Quarter teaspoon sea salt • Juice of one lime 

Method 

Place all the ingredients apart from the lime juice in a medium sized saucepan, bring to the boil and 
simmer gently for 1 hour and fifteen minutes, or until the sauce has reduced by a quarter and 
thickened. Remove the star anisee, and add the lime juice and blend to a smooth sauce, cool and 
reserve for use. 


Food trends of 2014 



with Tierra Kitchen's award-winning chef Mark Evans 


IT is interesting as a relative newcomer to the area to 
witness the rapid changes taking place in our food scene. 
That's not to say thousands of us are giving up a Sunday 
roast and opting instead fora raw food Sunday with fifteen 
uncooked vegetables with cashew nut cheese! However, 
tastes and demands are constantly on the move. It seems 
there are three huge new growth areas; New style, highly 
flavoured "street foods"". Pastry and higher quality coffee 
and retro sweet things. Healthy foods, this being raw, 
gluten free, sugar free rather than 70s and 80s whole- ' j 
food veggie. In addition local sourcing and foods of ^ 
high provenance and sustainability are areas of con- # 
tinual growth. Jf 

Street food is an exciting area which presents i 
good quality. Specialist stores are no longer only at 
Burrough or Brixton markets, we now find quality 
curries in Axminster market, locally produced hal 
loumi in Bridport's farmers market, or specialist 
roast pork rolls in Lyme Regis. The great 
thing for us consumers is that these pro¬ 
ducers do only one dish, but conse¬ 
quently nail the quality. I believe we 
will see many more street foods 
around Lyme Bay in 2014, particu¬ 
larly multi ethnic fusion foods with 
high flavours. Bristol is experienc¬ 
ing "falafel wars" at present, with 
almost a gold rush mentality to 
grab shop and market space. 

The Great British Bake Off seems 
to be fuelling a mini revolution in 


quality cakes and pastries. Retro 1930s style cakes and 
twists on old classics are all the rage. Old world style sweet 
shops are making a comeback with jars of peardrops and 
bonbons reappearing, and all the time an insatiable ap¬ 
petite for better quality coffee. In Lyme Regis the new wave 
coffee house Amid Giants and Idols takes coffee to another 
level. The Town Mill Bakery provides great coffee and pas¬ 
try, an example of doing one thing incredibly well. 

My food developer buddy tells me that raw food 
has been t * ie big growth area for the last few 
years and continues to be so. Restaurant's like 
"Saf"in London, and the ever popular Ottelengi 
^ | are testament to this. Raw food dishes are pop- 

ping up on restaurant menus, together with a big 
w growth in demand for gluten free options. Dorset 

already has the "Rawfood retreat" near Sher- 
bourne. Pretty much all cafes and restaurant's offer 
gluten free bread and menu options. It's proba¬ 
bly only a matter of time before we see a 
specialist gluten free food outlet in the 
area. 

Driving these three areas is the ever 
present desire for locally sourced 
produce, and wow this area thrives 
on it. From the fruits of the coast¬ 
line to some of the best dairy in the 
UK, beyond the River Cottage to 
some excellent new wineries. If 
one had to choose an area to start 
a food business this area would 
be right up there.

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Prepare your garden for Spring 


A WINTER garden may look a little tired, a little drab, 
certainly not the showpiece it blossoms into in spring and 
summer. In particular, your vegetable patch is likely to be 
a shadow of its former summer self - perhaps you still 
have some spinach, silver beet, broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica family producing winter greens 
for your table, but the abundance of the warmer months 
is just a fond memory in july and August. 

This quiet period in your garden’s yearly cycle, though, 
does not mean you can rest on your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden duties. On the contrary, as we 
approach spring there is plenty to do to get your garden 
in tip top shape for the approaching growing season. 

The Green House 

If you have a green house in your garden, winter is a 
great time to give it a thorough cleaning in readiness for 
spring. 

Check the structure itself - are there any cracked or 
broken panes that need replacing? Is the putty sound and 
does it provide a good seal? Do all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of glasshouse success is a thorough 
sterilisation prior to the growing season. Sterilising all 
areas of the glasshouse will eliminate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your plants in the coming, warmer 


months. 

Open beds in your glasshouse should have their soil 
changed or replenished during winter and any pots in the 
glasshouse should receive the same attention. 

Watering Systems 

If you have an in ground or above ground watering 
system, winter is an ideal time to check that it is in good 
working order and perform any necessary maintenance. 
Check that there are no leaks in the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the batteries in these devices are fresh. 

Compost and Preparing Your Soil 

With spring a month or two off it’s a good idea to start 
preparing the soil in your open planting beds. Dig in 
generous amounts of compost and leave the beds 
exposed to the winter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow pats and manure will improve 
it by adding humus to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all those autumn leaves that litter 
your garden by digging them into your compost heap at 
the end of autumn. With the accelerated decomposition 
that occurs in a compost heap the leaves will decay twice 
as fast and be ready for use as compost at the beginning 
of spring. 

Winter is also the time to add fertiliser and lime to your

grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the time for planning your new 
vegetable garden.

4. Water deeply, but infrequently. 

Overwatering promotes thatch, encourages 
shallow root growth, and wastes water. About 1" 
per watering is a good rule of thumb (put out a tuna 
can and sprinkle until it's full). Frequency: when 
footprints on the grass remain compressed its time 
to water again. Daily watering is rarely necessary. 

5. Mulch, don't bag. 

Not only does this save effort on your part, it 
returns valuable nitrogen and other nutrients to 
your lawn. 

6. Go easy on the fertiliser! 

Not all homeowners fertilise, but those who do 
have a strong tendency to overdo it. Fertiliser 
stimulates fast growth, thatch and the need for 
more mowing, which you don't want (after all, the 
goal is to have a beautiful and healthy lawn, not to 
create an arduous lawn care regimen!). And too 
much fertiliser just runs off, washing into streams 
and lakes. 

7. Stay on top of the weeds. 

This doesn't necessarily mean using chemicals. 
Thick, healthy turf, once established, will tend to 
choke out weeds. If you only have the odd weed 
poking through, pull it by hand. And don't jump to 
full area treatments if you only have a few spot 
problems.

Frequency may vary depending on soil, grass type, 
and climate. But in most areas, core aerating twice 
a year is one of the best things you can do for your 
lawn. 

2. Mow with sharp blades. 

Dull blades tear your grass, making it more vulnerable 
to disease. Obey the "one-third rule." 

3. Don't cut more than a third of the grass' 
height at a time. 

Mowing short makes for a tidy look, but the lower 
you mow, the more herbicides and water are 
needed. Mowing higher encourages roots to grow 
deeper.

Maintenance madness risking lives 


DRIVERS failing to look after and replace their tyres are put¬ 
ting their own lives, and those of others in grave danger. The 
stark warning has been issued byTyreSafe after it received 
shocking images from one independent tyre dealer who was 
left flabbergasted by the state of one of its customers'tyres. 

The tyre, which was removed from a high performance 
BMW 3-series, was so worn, none of its tread pattern re¬ 
mained, making it virtually useless in the wet. Furthermore, 
the wear was so great on one shoulder of the tyre that it had 
started to destroy the integrity of the tyre carcass, with po¬ 
tentially fatal high speed consequences. 

"This particular tyre was an accident waiting to happen,"ex¬ 
claimed Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "Adequate tread 
depth is essential all year round, but particularly important 
just now when we are experiencing so much rain and difficult 
driving conditions. Checking your tyre tread depth is very sim¬ 
ple and only takes a few minutes. It really is something that 
all drivers should do at least once a month to stay safe and 
legal." 

Current UK law requires car drivers to have at least 1.6mm 
of tread on their tyres across the central three quarters of the 
tyre around its entire circumference. Those found to be in 
breach of this law can face fines of up to £2,500 and three 
penalty points per tyre. Indeed, in 2012 more than 170 drivers 
per week were successfully prosecuted in court for driving on 
defective tyres. 

However, more importantly, driving on illegal tyres can 
greatly reduce safety on the road, especially in wet conditions. 
The tyre's tread grooves help to evacuate waterfrom the road 
surface, enabling the tyre to grip the road properly so that the 
vehicle can brake, steer and accelerate safely. Without ade¬ 


quate tread depth, all of these are greatly compromised, risk¬ 
ing the safety of the driver, their passengers and other road 
users. 

To help drivers quickly assess if their car tyres are safe and 
legal, TyreSafe recommends taking the 20p test. Drivers sim¬ 
ply need to insert a 20p coin into the main grooves of a tyre. 
If the outer band of the 20p coin is visible when inserted into 
the groove, then the tread is probably too low and should be 
inspected immediately by a qualified tyre professional. 

"Sadly, the bad weather shows no sign of subsiding at the 
moment so it's particularly important that drivers ensure their 
tyres can cope in these terrible conditions," adds Jackson. "If 
you're in any doubt then pop into your local tyre specialist 
who I'm sure would be delighted to check things for you."

"But, at the moment, I am primarily a left-arm 
opening bowler and a fairly versatile fielder, so 
can do a job catching in close or in the outfield. 

"I plan on doing some coaching with the jun¬ 
ior teams at Uplyme & Lyme Regis CC and pos¬ 
sibly a few cricket clinics and one-on-one 
coaching sessions. 

"I will also be working at the Rock Point Inn 
and its fish ’n chip shop next door. Hopefully I 
will also be able to do a bit of traveling around 
the UK and Europe." 

Dinnison is looking forward to bowling in po¬ 
tentially bowler-friendly wickets at the KGV, he 
said: "There's nothing wrong with a few'green- 
tops!'. We've been playing on some really dead 
and dry wickets over here for the last month - 
temperatures have been at an average of 30 de¬ 


grees. 

Warner is a converted rugby player, he said: "I 
injured my back a few years ago and have since 
turned to cricket.

"My current role as the 4th VC is to look after 
the younger players as they move into senior 
cricket. As a result I generally field at mid on or 
mid off to talk to the younger bowlers. 

"My hope this year is to be involved with Up¬ 
lyme & Lyme Regis as much as I can; I don't 
mind what grade I play in I just want to get a 
game.
